DEFERRED *STRIKES." 


Tuz issue of the strikes at Newcastle is already exer- 
cising а wide influence. Although the necessity for 
supplying the place of the workmen who went out 
from the engine-shops, by procuring skilled labourers 
from other places, made the position of the masters 
somewhat exceptional, the compromise that was so 
xeadily accepted was in itself an encouragement to 
artisans in other industries to demand shorter hours 
or ап equivalent increase of wages. Perhaps the 
most remarkable illustration of the effects of the 
movement has been the attitude assumed by the 
police of the engineering capital, since it has proved 
that the excitement is not confined to any particular 
claes, and that we cannot safely neglect to consider 
the reasonable claims of any body of men who de- 

` mand the right to appraise their own labour. Itisa 
lesson that will not be thrown away upon those who 
are now suffering from the reduction of wages, even 
in such occupations as demand little ability, while 
there are numbers of employés in London and other 
great commercial centres who, if they determine to 
combine, may во paralyse the course of trade that, 
though they will inevitably suffer, they will inflict 
no little injury on the national finances —which, of 
course, means the income and means of expenditure 
of almost everybody ia the country. 


THE DOCK LABOURERS 
have already challenged public attention to their 
casa, and the mere statement of their wretched con- 
dition is in itself an argument which is not to be 
easily refuted. It appears that in two of the largest 
dock companies, which employ a whole army of 
labourers, certain alterations have been adopted 
which, while they so seriously diminish the earnings 
of the men that a great section of the London popu- 
lation is reduced from poverty to actual want, the 
merchants, who are the customers of the docks, com- 
plain of a deterioration in the work and the loss of 
time and attention necessarily entailed by the adop- 
tion of cheap labour. Of course the easy answer, 
both to the complaints of the man and the demands 
of those who favour their cause, is that the managerg 
of these great companies have one paramount duty— 
that of increasing the dividends of the shareholders 
who are their employers. This is the particular 
argument in favour of bringing down the rate of 
wages to the lowest sum that the most necessitous 
casual labourer can be induced to accept as the price 
of keeping out of the workhouse, with the option still 
left him of seeking outdoor relief from the parish in 
order to supplement the pittauce on which he finds 
it impossible to maintain his family. The general 
argument is much after the same fashion, except 
that it carefully excludes the consideration of extra 
parochial relief which tends to damage its conciu- 
sions, This general argument, founded on a mis- 
application of the law of supply aad demand, 
has been brought forward by the Times in its 
authoritative onslaught upon Mr. Tom Hughes 
апа other supporters of the claims ой the 
dock labourers, It will be remembered that 
neither Mr. Hughes nor other friends of the poor 


. fellows who have been holding large meetings for the 


purpose of rewonstrating with the deck companies 
have advised the шеп to cease from work until their 
слве has had the consideration of their employers; 
and the Times takes the opportunity of showing how 
fallacious any such course must be, on the ground of 
those well-known rules of political economy which 
provide that labour, like any other commodity, із 
only worth what it will fetch in а market where there 
is always supply beyond the demand. This rule is true 
enough as far as it go. s, and we haveourselves applied 
itin cases where, beside the consideration of the sup- 
ply of skilled labour in relation to foreign сошре- 
tition, the interest on capital invested aud the cost of 
production must be taken into account. There comes 
а point, however, where а hard-and-fast application 
of this so-callel law із а fallacy. Say what we will 
ubout labour being only a commodity, it has in it an 
element which is, so to speak, beyond the bars rules 
of political economy: the element of desl and 
Llood—that is to say, of humanity. lf we outrage 
the laws of scientific buying aad selling, and insist 
on taking our pigs to a wrong market, where nobody 
can «ford to pag the price we ask, we shall doubtless 
вићог, and there will ba a waste of pork; but what 
if we give up keeping pigs altogether, because we 
cannot even obtain {ог Шеш the cost of the food we 


. want in exchange. 


The Тітез is severely emphatie iu pointing out 
that, if the dock labourers strike, there are so many 
mén a3 poor as they waiting for their casual work and 
its wretched pay, that a scene of widely-spread 
destitution will again be presented at the east end of 
London, and the present labourers will only abandon 
their twelve or thirteen shillings a week to become 
actual paupers chargeable on the rates. 

Well, what then? To begin with, the actual 
number of paupers (as far as this argument is con: 
cerned) will not be increased. There will bea change 
of places, that is all. The men who have tried hard 
to live on dock labourers’ pay, and failed, will give 
place to others who, having not yet mide the experi 
ment, have been existing somehow, and have pre- 
sumably been making an éffort to exist on parish 
relief. Unless some scheme can be devised for de- 
porting the superfluous commodity of labour from the 
East-End, the practical result will be little changed, 
whether the present dealers in it continue to offer it 
for sale at starvation rates, or give place to others 
who will, in their turn, find out that they must, in 
their turn, demand better prices or cease to depend 
wholly on their own exertions. То some extent, the 
question is whether the means of living shall be paid 
in honest wages or in increased poor rates, and no 
general argument from political economy can get us 
out of the dilemma. Of course, if the quantity of 
labour could be diminished, and only just a sufficient 
number of men be retained at the east end o* London 
to accomplish the labour required there, poor rates 
would be diminished, and destitution would decrease; 
but in that case higher wages would at once be ob- 
tained, in accordance with that law of supply and de- 
mand which loses some of its efficacy wherever we have 
to deal with a population depressed so low as to come 
within the operation of a higher law than that which 
regulates the ordinary tenets of trade. Of course we 
know well enough the sort of reply that may be given 
to this line of argument. Would you, then, pau- 
perise the labourers by almsgiving to enable them to 
sustain themselves, in defiance of political economy?“ 
it may be asked, То this we answer emphatically» 
“No!” Almsgiving and the perversion of philan- 
thropic effort has wrought half the mischief. 
Together they have succeeded in pauperising entire 
neighbourhoods, and have enabled employers of 
labour to make larger profits by reducing wages below 
the point of subsistence—confident that their mi- 
serable workpeople may, if they choose, seek aid from 
the rate to which everybody is compelled to subscribe. 
It is scarcely too much to say that the dock com- 
panies and other large employers of Jabour are 
increasing dividends or enlarging profits out of the 
pockets of the ratepayers of the districts near which 
their works are situated; so that employers, as well 
as employed, are, as it were, paupers, partially sup- 
ported by the poor rate. It is thought to be a 
shockipg thing for the labourer who can earn thirteen 
shillings a week to give up his independence and go 
to the relieving officer, instead of making his wages 
keep his hungry family; but how much more shocking 
a thing itis for a board of directors or the partners in 
a firm to increase an already decent dividend or to 
augment a moderate profit by indirectly making up 
the cost of wages from the funds which are subscribed 


for helping the destitute.

On their way to the Chamber the King and 
the Royal family were incessantly cheered. The very 
first sentence of the Royal Speech was received with 
such enthusiasm that Victor Emmanuel was visibly 
affected, and remained so to the end. 

His Majesty said, “Italy is restored to herself and 
to Rome, and we have reconquered our place among 
the nations of the world. We shall remain faithful 
to our principle. Regenerated by liberty, we shall 
seek in liberty and order the secret of strength, and a 
reconciliation between the Church and the State.“ 


It is reported that, in compliance with a joint . 


request from the superiors of the religious societies іп 
Rome, the Pope has abandoned the idea of leaving 
the Vatican. 

AGITATION IN BRUSSELS. 

The Belgian capital was, last week, the scene of 
some lively demonstrations. The open space in front 
of the; Chamber of Deputies was densely crowded, 
and shouts arose on all sides of 

“Down with the Ministers!“ varied with cheers 
forthe King. Тһе noise penetrated into the Cham- 
ber; and M. Anspach, the Mayor of Brussels, who is 
also a member of the House, left his seat and came 
out to speak to the crowd, 

„Gentlemen,“ ће said, “it is to good citizens I 
address myself, These demonstrations шау disturb 
public tranquillity.” (A Voice: „This is a demon- 
stration of public opinion.") M. Anspach urged that 
the demonstration was calculated to serve the cause 
of their adversaries, and said that, as Mayor, it was 
his duty to restore order in the streets. Не begged 
them, therefore, to withdraw. But the crowd would 
not withdraw. Shouts arose of 

“Down with the priests!" “Down with the 
Ministry! and M. Anspach, after a moment's 
absence, reappeared, wearing his official scarf, and 
passed through the crowd, which at once made way 
for him, greeting him the while with cheering. Не 
returned again to the portico of the Chamber, where 
about sixty police agents were stationed. It was then 
five o'clock. At that moment a letter was handed to 
him from the Secretary of the Chamber, requesting 
him to clear the street. М. Auspach read it, com- 


munichted its contents to the people, and again urged 


them to withdraw. According to the Indépendance 
Belge, however, they replied with angry shouts. 
“Тіһе President of the Chamber has nothing to do 
with the police of the streets; it is for the Mayor to 
clear them," said the people. Іп vain M. Anspach 
tried to persuade the people to go. They would 
no longer listen to him, and he therefore deter- 
mined to have recourse to the police agents. 
Seeing this the crowd murmured, but nevertheless 
fell back without the slightest resistance, shoutio;, 
as it did so, Down with the Ministers! " „“ Down 
with the Priests!" The national air, “Тһе Bra- 
banconue,’’ was at the same time sung. Though the 
people fell back without resistance and took up posi- 
tion in a line along the Rue de la Loi, they still keps 
up their shouts. Every person who issued frou іс» 
Chamber was received with hooting—even the re- 
porters, who, of course, were supposed to be members, 
coming in for а share of popular condemnation. By 
half-past five the crowd h nearly all dispersed, In 
the evening groups of people were formed, who 
passed through the streets and shouted or hooted 
before the various houses, according as those houses 
were the residences of Liberals or clericals. 

Popular manifestations were renewed in Brussels 
on Saturday night, but without any serious disturb- 
ance of public order, Some of the police, who are 
said by M. Anspach, the Mayor of the city, to have 
used their arms without receiving any provocation, 
have been suspended at the suggestion of their su- 
periors. Ata banquet given on Saturday night M. 
Anspach highly eulogised the conduct of the King, 
and said that his Majesty at first refused to sign the 
appointment of M. Dedecker, and that thereupon tho 
Ministry threatened to resign. ` 

M. Dedecker has since resigned. Тһе Observer 
says M. Dedecker is ቤ man of most amiable character, 
апа of undoubted ability in public life. He had, how- 
ever, been more or less seriously connected with the 
speculations of the Langrand banking failure, an in- 
stitution which has obtained for its managers among 
a considerable section of the Belgian population a 
reputation something similar to that of the Overend

DR. LIVINGSTONE. 

AT the second meeting of the Royal Geographical 
Society for the session 1871-2, held on Monday even- 
ing, the president, General Sir. Henry C. Rawlinson, 
said: — Knowing the great interest always felt by 
this ey че to the receipt of any intelligence with 
regard to Dr. Livingstone, perhaps, before proceed- 
ing with the regular business of the evening, I may 
be permitted to read a letter which has been received 
to-day, addressed by Dr. Kirk to our late lamented 
president, Sir Roderick Murchison. You will doubt- 
less, many of you, have observed in the bg. eem 
of this morning that intelligence has been received 
with regard to а collision which had taken place 
between the Arabs and native Africans. That letter 
of Dr. Kirk only alludes cursorily to that matter, 
but states its probable effect upon Dr. Livingstone. 
I may state that the despatches referred to in the 
letter I am about to read have not yet been received 
at the Foreign Office, Mamyema, which is alluded 
to, is, you will remember, the place where Dr. 
Livingstone was last year. Iam glad to have an

sprung up in Unyammzi, and cut ой Ujiji from 
the coast, and as it happens no Ujiji news has been 
received for some time back. One may now be along 
time in getting any certainty of Dr. Livingstone’s 
movements, All I can say is that, by last reports 
from that place, neither he nor his Arab 
Mohammed Bi Ghavily, had arrived; but there was 
a story, which I think worthless, to the effect that 
they were both to go round the south end by way of 
Wemba. I can yet get no certain — ct 
Mamyema. Everyone knows it, but I find no one 
who has been there. I have seen le who have 
crossed the Tanganyika from Ujiji and seen 
Mamyema caravan setting out, but it seems to be 
rather a new and special line of trade, lam glad 
that the Governor of Mamyema is to be removed. He 
is the one on whom the war is laid, and if he had 
been killed we should all have been better satisfied. 
Mr. Stanley was at Mamyema, and in the fight, but 
the Arabs abandoned him. Four of his men were 
killed, but he escaped. His prospect of getting onis 
at present small, but І really cannot say where he de- 
sires to go to. He never disclosed his plans here. I 
send up letters for Dr. Livingstone to his care, and 
put also the things (of the second lot the first has 
reached Ujiji) for Livingstone into his hands, I 
fancy he will make a point of meeting Livingstone 
first; but whether, having seen what is best to do, he 
will push on or come back I cannot say. He was ill 
of fever when he wrote, but has got on tolerably 
well. The men who came down return to-morrow, 
and ought to be there in twenty-five days, for the 
road is free of grass and food plenty.— Believe me, 
dear Sir Roderick, yours very sincerely, 
“ JOHN KIRK.” 

The President proceeded to say that it might be of 
interest to some present if he should read the letter 
which had been sent to the Bombay Government, 
and which had appeared in the papers that morning. 
Having read the letter, the President said he hoped 
at the next meeting to be in a position to read the 
Foreign-Office despatches alluded to in the letter of 
Dr. Kirk. That letter was now two months old, and 
it contained the last tidings which had been received 
of Dr. Livingstone. It was possible, however, that 
before the next meeting further tidings would be 
received. 

A gentleman in the body of the hall said that 


CAPTAIN BURTON, 
who was present, had been in the district alluded to 
by Dr. Kirk, and could perhaps give them some in- 
teresting information. Captain R. F. Burton:—**I 
have been called upon rather suddenly to answer a 
very comprehensive question. It is not the first time 
that disturbances have taken place between the Arabs 
of the interior and the Africans; but, m my opinion, 
there will be no difficulty whatever in Dr. Livingstone 
returning by thesouth of thelake. Of course, those dis- 
turbances may last two or three years, in which case 
he might not be able to march; buf, at the same 
time, T believs that a white man could—and y 
a man like Dr. Livingstone, who knows the Africans 
better than any man alive, and who the dif- 
ferent languages—pass where no man, k or white, 
could. I have not the slightest reason to despair of 
Dr. Livingstone. The moment anything happens 
will hear it in this room as if it came by telegram.”

The resolution was seconded 
by Dr. Cau», Head Master of Dulwich College, who 
expressed his hearty sympathy with the objects of 
the meeting. He called upon the ladies to help the 
movement, assuring them that their co-operation 
would most probably lead to certain success, 

The third resolution was moved by Mr. Adams 
&ud seconded by Mr. Dicey:—*'That this meeting 
is of opinion that the establishment in and around 
London of day schools for girls on the model 


- of those already established in Edinburgh by the 


Merchants' Company, and with au equally moderate 
scale of fees, is urgently needed, and would be of 
great — advantage; and hopes that the Endowed 
Schools Commissioners and the governors of Dulwich 
College will speedily take steps for the extension to 
girls of the beuefits of the endowments of Dulwich 
College.“ This resolution was likewise carried 
unanimously, as was also а vote of thanks to the 
chairman. |
